Uitte Decisions Are Ahead 


The next few days will be decisive, both 
on the battle front and the home front. 

Our troops in Korea now are at the last, 
and best, natural defensive position on the 
| The Naktong River is deep and 
wide and . Reinforcements—the 
First Marine Division, the Second Army 
Infantry Division and the Army Fifth 
Regimental Combat Team—have taken 
places in the combat lines. 

A victory for our forces might turn 
into a counteroffensive, ending once and 
for all Communist hopes for dominating 
the country. Defeat might push us into 
the sea, meaning the battle for Korea 
would begin all over again with beach- 
head landings. - 

We may know the outcome in 48 hours. 

In Washington, the Congress is mak- 
ing up its mind on controls. It is certain 
there will be controls. What is holding up 
final action is disagreement over the point 
or the time they should be applied, and 
how far prices should be rolled back. 

Georgia’s Sen. Walter George, who cer- 
tainly cannot be accused of being radical 
in his views, is on the side of price and 
wage controls and rationing. 

“T had the strong hope.” said the Sena- 
tor, “that we would be calm enough to 
avoid these excesses which make controls 
necessary. ... There isn’t anything in the 
world on which you can depend to check 
this price rise in view of continued bad 
news from the battle front.” 

. Standby controls, the Senator now be- 
lieves, would mean only more rapid price 
rises. He favors immediate restrictions.

Those Cracks 


In Broad Street Extension 


Maybe, as city engineers say, the cracks 
in the paving of the new $700,000 Broad 
Street extension are not serious. 

Other engineers, though, say they will 
bring trouble. 

It occurs to us that if the cracks are 
serious enough to bring assurances they 
will be plugged with asphalt before Win- 
ter rains set in they are serious enough 
to have demanded corrective action before 
the stretch was accepted from the contrac- 
tor. We have been informed reliably that 
the cracks were there when the city ac- 
cepted the paving ‘job less than a month 
ago. 

Obviously the type of materials has 
nothing to do with the complaint. It is 
solely a question of workmanship. 


It is our belief that the contractor has 
a definite obligation in the matter, even 
though he legally be free of blame. The 
city ought to see that he keeps the faith.

There’s No Place 
Left for ‘Normalcy’ 


Most of us feel the world we have 
known is falling apart. 

‘Communism, the sounds of battle in 
Korea, troops dribbling off to war, threats 
of more Russian-driven aggression after 
only five years of uncertain peace, pros- 
pects of more controls—these are taking 
their toll in fear. 

Certainly the outlook is not bright. 

Along with Princess Snowflower in yes- 
terday’s Steve Canyon comic strip, we long 
to be able to live normal lives, our con- 
cepts of normalcy coming from the secure 
days of the 1920s and 30s and before. 

Hogan had the right answer to the Prin- 
cess’ eomplaint—and to ours. He said: 

“There's no geography left on which to 
be normal.” 

Russia today controls one-third of the 
world’s land surface and one-fourth of the 
world's peoples. And no spot on earth is 
free from Moscow’s designs. 

There is no room for “normalcy,” just 
as there is no room for neutrality. The 
fight, which is just beginning, is going to 
be tough. It is not a.foregone conclusion 
that we shall win. Against our ingenuity 
and productive capacity, but relatively 
small manpower, the Russians can pour 
hordes of semicivilized Asiatics and hun- 
dreds of thousands of East Europeans be- 


His views represent the opinion of the ma- 
jority of Senators and Congréssmen. 
ortunately, the outcome here is not in 
doubt. Controls are necessary to channel 
the country’s energies into preparedness 
and at the same time maintain a stable 
economy in which all shall share equally. 

Decisions are being written, too, in the 
United Nations. 

Jacob Malik, chief Russian delegate and 
President of the Security Council for the 
month of August, is using the Council 
meetings as a medium for propaganda 
attacks on the United States, which he 
accuses of “aggression” in Korea despite 
the fact that North Korea long since offi- 
cially has been branded the aggressor. 
Some believe Malik will walk out again, 
as he did last Jan. 13. Others think he will 
stay for the time—possibly for the purpose 
of vetoing UN action against Moscow-spon- 
sored aggression that might take place 
elsewhere at any moment. 

The prospects are grim all around. But 
there is ground for hope thaf our strength- 
ened troops may turn the tide, at last, 
in Korea. : 

Whatever inconveniences rationing and 
other controls may bring, the people are 
ready for them. In fact, it is chiefly be- 
cause of pressure from constituents that 
Congress has changed its mind. 

As for Russia’s next move—we can only 
wait and see. But her immediate inten- 
tion may become clearer as her course in 
the UN is developed. 

Meanwhile, the fortitude and faith of 
our people remain firm.

The People Give 
The Green Light 


WASHINGTON—The latest report of the 

Federal Reserve Board on retail sales tells the 

story of what is going on in the country. Fright- 

ened by the possibility of war and wartime controls, the people 

have gone on a buying binge. The hoarders are running rampant 
and profiteering is again rearing its head. 

For the week ending July 22, the Board reported that the dollar 
volume of department store sales throughout the country increased 
by 46 percent over the like period of a year ago. In some Federal 
Reserve districts the increase was as high as 71 percent. In the 
San Francisco district it was 64 percent. The Atlanta district 
showed a boost of 58 percent. Average increase for the country was 
almost half again what it was a year ago. 


Easy Prey No more convincing evidence is needed to point 

up the necessity of drastic economic controls to 
meet the situation. The hoarders are making it easy for the prof- 
iteers to play their game. Regardless of how plentiful goods may be, 
a rush of buyers offers a temptation for unscrupulous persons to 
mark up prices. Already widespread offenses of profiteering are 
being reported. 


The White House has been flooded with complaints on the 
score. Typical of some of the letters President Truman has been 
receiving is the following from a Philadelphian: “I have seen 
large retail groups and manufacturers repricing items which they 
have had in stock for weeks and months and gouging the public. 
I think it is a seridus mistake to listen to the chanting boys—Sen- 
ators Taft and Wherry—and still clamor for voluntary controls.” 


From Greeley, Colorado, a housewife wrote the President that 
she had “‘never been a stool pigeon before but I think I am doing 
my duty by telling you of the awful hoarding right here that is 
going on.” She then proceeded to tell him of the price rise in items 
like sheets, sugar and hosiery, naming the stores involved. 

These are not isolated cases. The recent boost in commodity and 
living cost indices give further evidence. A situation is in the making 
that will have to be met with positive action. 


In the Mood Congress appears to be in a mood to give the 

President even more than he asked for orig- 
inally in the way of controls. Mr. Truman first was inclined to 
think that only limited controls would be necessary. In testimony 
before the Senate Banking and Currency Committee, however, 
Barney Baruch set the stage for going much further. He insisted 
that nothing short of freezing prices and wages at their June levels 
would suffice. Since then any number of Congressional leaders 
have come forward in support of his proposals. The President 
also has now expressed a willingness to accept standby wage, 
price and rationing controls if Congress will grant them. 

Anything less than this would be inadequate, it seems, partic- 
ularly if the hoarders and profiteers keep up the pace started. 
Otherwise the country is in for another round of wage increase 
demands and the dollar will be certain to lose more of its pur- 
chasing power. The only thing to do is. what Mr. Baruch and 
Governor Chester Bowles, of Connecticut, the wartime price con- 
trol administrator, have recommended: roll basic prices back to 
the June 15 level, which was prior to the Korean war outbreak. 

Judging from the response the White House has received from 
the country, the people are back of the demand for full controls. 
They remember too well what happened after OPA was scuttled 
in 1946. Prices soared all along the line. We are in for the same 
thing again when the full impact of the huge new defense spending 
program is felt. The people know this and are ready for whatever 
sacrifices and inconveniences that may result. 

In this the country seems to have been ahead of 


Go Ahead the Government. Remembering the discontent 
and irritations caused by price controls before they were lifted, the 
President was probably timid about going too far. But the people 
have now seen both sides of the picture and no such resentment 
has been expressed against the new control proposals. The over- 
whelming consensus appears to be in favor of going as far as 
necessary. 

The sooner Congress votes the program the better off the country 
will be. If we can avoid another world war our industrial and ag- 
ricultural potential is amply able to meet the normal demands of 
the country for goods and services, even while supplying the re- 
quirements of the Korean war and building up our defense machine. 
We only need proper Government controls to hold the profiteers 
and hoarders in line.

editorial staff who writes frequently on civil 
rights and allied subjects.” 


As though that were not enough to ballyhoo 
Lattimore’s defense, consisting of another monu- 
mental disparagement of another earnest cam- 
paigner against treason in the Government, both 
The Herald Tribune and The Times gave the 
book. a double-take on Monday. Each carried a 
spread the width of three normal columns ex- 
tending from the top of the page practically to 
the fold. 


The tenor was the same and from the 
professional editorial standpoint these were 
repetitions and therefore unjustified except 
by a determination of the management to 
plead Lattimore's cause and discredit his 
accuser. 


Moreover, The Times, in the Sunday book 
section, carried a two-column ad more than half 
the depth of the page quoting from the Duffus 
piece published in .the same issue and from 
Fairbank’s piece in the H-T and stating, jubi- 
lantly, in each case, that the article occupied the 
“front page.” Other laudatory opinions were 
quoted from Francis Biddle, William L. Shirer 
and Edgar Snow. 

Biddle was one of Roosevelt's numerous 
undistinguished, to say the best of them, Attor- 
neys General. He is remembered for a political 
pilgrimage to Sidney Hillman at one of the con- 
ventions whigh nominated Roosevelt during the 
time when the Communists were permeating the 
Government, and

Shirer is a former run of the mine reporter 
who lived the easy continental life for pleasant 
years between the wars and became a broad- 
caster, which is not a learned profession nor 
even, on the whole, a respectable one from the 
standpoints of intellectual and political breadth.

ers of the Frankfurter alumni or cult who re- 
fused to testify whether or not they were Com- 
munists. 

He bought it from Vilhjalmur Stefansson, 
sometimes known as Bill Stevensen, who was 
named more than 30 times in various connec- 
tions, but of a genera] type, in the records of 
the House Committee on Un-American Activi- 
ties. He soon sold the House and Sen. McCar- 
thy before the Senate identified the buyers as 
“avowed” Communists, naming them as Ord- 
way and Mary Southard, husband and wife. He 
said Ordway was the Communist candidate for 
Governor of Alabama in 1942 and Mary a Com- 
munist candidate for the Alabama State Senate 
in the same year. 

Sen. McCarthy thought it significant that Lat- 
timore bought his house from Stefansson, of all 
people, and sold it to the Southards, of all people. 

The blazing indignation of the reviewers of 
Lattimore’s book would be much more convinc- 
ing and reassuring if it had been expressed in 
the defense of many individuals who have been 
damned without trial or proof by other mem- 


_ bers and committees of Congress and by private 


societies as “Fascists” and “hate-mongers.” These 
terms are equally injurious and are applied with 
intent to smear the victims by the process of 
“association” and insinuation, often without the 
slightest evidence of “association.” 


The political characters of the seller and 
the buyers with whom Latimore dealt may 
be pure coincidence. It may be true, as Lat- 
timore said, that the Southards were com- 
plete strangers “about whom I knew noth- 
ing and of whom I had previously never 
heard.” 


But, upon examination, that statement still 


does not exclude the possibility set forth by 


Sen. McCarthy that the Southards were put into 
the situation by the Communist Party as buyers. 
That could be a fact even though Lattimore 
knew nothing about the Southards and never 
had heard of them. 

Sen. McCarthy insisted that the Govern- 
ment files had been stripped of significant data 
concerning many persons and that he was denied 
access to official information. Withholding judg- 
ment on Lattimore, I argue that the publicity 
here lavished on his book stands in sensational 
contrast to the treatment of George Morgan- 
stern’'s “Pearl Harbor,” Charles Beard’s “Presi- 
dent Roosevelt and the Coming of World War II” 
and John T. Flynn’s “The Road Ahead.”

batch of London papers and take a gander at 
what their drama critics are saying about the American shows 
currently on display in the tight little island. And of late I’ve 
noticed that a lot of the comments are on the carpy side, especially 
when they concern our musicals. 


In one of the pieces before mé, a critic announces he is wrung 
to the withers to learn that the Drury Lane Theater, after playing 
host for several seasons to “Oklahoma!” and now “Carousel,” may 
follow them up with “South Pacific.” Why, he asks between laménta- 
tions, should England’s foremost playhouse turn its back on local 
talent and continue to present nothing but American imports? 

. 4 Well, from where I mull, that’s the silliest 
Silly Question question I’ve heard in a long time—as silly 
as if somebody asked how come I had a jar of Dundee marmalade 
on my breakfast table or a pair of Bond Street woolens on my 
ankles. I buy British jam and socks because I prefer them to the 
local product, and by the same logic London producers buy Ameri- 
can musicals because they’re a darn sight better than anything of- 
fered them by their own librettists and composers. 


Back in '45, and again in ‘49, I took in most of the musicals 
around London town, and with the exception of a révival. of 
“Merrie England” they hit me no place but where I groan. Their 
plots were strictly old tophat, most of the musi¢ run-of-the-clef, 
and there was a pasted-together look about them which reminded 
me of some of the schnitzels on Broadway 20 years ago. 


How come, my English friends are a cinch to ask, that Broad- 
way has become so all-fired smart of a sudden? I hasten to answer 
that it isn’t smart—it’s just plain lucky—and this luck consists in 
having Richard Rodgers and Oscar Hammerstein on our side of 
the Atlantic. 

Ever since '43, this combination has been jacking up the 
standards of our girly-whirly productions. In “Oklahoma!” instead 
of legs and smutty lyrics they presented a plot of some psychological 
complexity, and for good measure sustituted concert-hall ballet 
for old-fashioned hoofing. “Carousel,” based on Ferenc Molnar’s 
“Liliom,” nudged our story standards up another peg, and their 
moody “Allegro,” using a Greek chorus as narrator, dared to ex- 
periment with a bitter and timely theme. “South Pacific,” their 
current standing-sitting-running-jumping champ, features a 50- 
year-old hero and its dramatic conflict is built around the touchy 
problem of miscegenation. 


Lacks Essentials And as if that weren’t enough, they're 
now working on a musical version of 


“Anna and the King of Siam,” a yarn which lacks the prime es- 
sentials of the conventional musical show—love interest and low 
comedy. Fortunately for us, these lads bring to the job the prime 
essentials of the unconventional musical—the Messrs. R. and H. 

As I hunch it, until its own librettists and composers come 
up with something as stimulating to eye, ear and gray matter, 
the British public, critics notwithstanding, will go right on loving 
the R. and H. musical exports—just as I'll go right on drooling 
every morning over my Dundee marmalade. 

And, with due and deferential respect, may I point out that 
throwing printer’s ink in our faces isn’t going to reclaim the Drury 
Lane Theater. The way to do that is for England to develop a 
Rodgers and Hammerstein of their own. 

In which case I'll be glad to turn my theater over to them.

.A Prophecy 
On Crawfish Land 


BRUNSWICK, Ga.—About three years ago 

the Blackerby brothers, J. H., and J. M., took 

= over some of the wet lands on the outskirts of 

Brunswick and started a dairy, with emphasis om Guernsey cattle. 

They have started a revolution. There is a type of land (you and 

I would call it “crawfish” land) down in the tidewater areas of 

the South that is deep and rich and needs only proper draining to 
convert it into exceptionally good timber and pasture lands. 

It has a topsoil of sandy loam from 3 to 6 inches deep. I am 
not sure what it needs in the way of commercial fertilizer, but am 
sure that with proper drainage the land will hold and make good 
use of the same. It is a “strong” land. 


A Fine Start Three years is an awfully short period of time 
to effect a pastufe and dairy program and the 
Blackerbys know this to be true. Nevertheless, they have a fine 
start in Coastal Bermuda grass, Dallis grass, and many acres in 
carpet grass. There is a native grass known as “water grass” that 
seems to have considerable virtue. Certainly, the cattle like it. 
The smartest move the Blackerbys have made was to establish 
a series of observational plots. B. D. Binckney, of the Soil Con- 
servation Service, helped them lay this out and it is proving highly 
informative. The strips devoted to grasses run in one direction and 
the strips devoted to legumes run in the opposite direction. Thus the 
Blackerbys may tell at a glance how the fescue is getting along in 
Company with crimson clover, or ladino clover, or white dutch 
clover, or lespedeza, or crotalaria, or trefoil, or hairy indigo, or any 
other legume planted there. (I can’t remember them all.) So it 
goes with Bermuda, Dallis, carpet, pangola, and other grasses. 
At some. point in the strip these grasses are living in the same 
plots with one of the various legumes. 


Great Problem 75 the Blackerbys ana others will know 
to a practicable degree what may be ex- 

pected of the grasses in combination with the legumes. And this is 
one of the very great problems of pasture building in the entire 
South. When we know beyond doubt the proper combinations of 
grasses and clovers under the various conditions that confront the 
pasture-livestock farmer, we will move the faster and with cer- 
tainty. The way to solve these questions is by doing as the Black- 
erbys are doing. | 

I am no prophet or son of a prophet, but my belief is that we 
will see great timber, pasture, and livestock advances in this area 
known as the tidewater lands. Men like the Blackerbys, B. D. 
Pinckney, Sidney Boswell, T. Q. Fleming, C. H. Turton, Alfred 
Jones, and others will bring it about. | 

There is now coming into existence the Tidewater Soil Con- 
servation Experiment Station in Liberty County.

ON THE FRONT LINE WITH THE U. S. 1ST CAVALRY DIVISION IN KOREA, Aug. 3—(UP)— 


The orders were to hold the bridge. : 


The bridge was 600 yards south of Kumchon, and 30 men from an American heavy weapons come 
pany were ordered last riight to hold it until the last of evacuating Americans got out of town. 
They were waiting for a tardy platoon when they spotted a group of men ambling down the main 


road 600 yards away. 

Lt. Francis Maloney, of Boston, rode to within 
40 feet of them in a jeep, and then yelled, 
“Gooks.” 

His driver stalled the jeep engine twice turn- 
ing around, but the North Koreans who had 
come up so unexpectedly were as surprised 
Maloney. Not a shot was fired. . 


The 360 Americans were “loaded for bear” 
with two 50 calibér machine guns, two light 
30s, a heavy 30 and a recoilless 75 milimeter 
gun. They opened up. 


“It seemed they were all over the place,” 
said Pfc. Carl C. Parrick, of Tulsa, Okla. 

“About 200 North Koreans were to the right, 
and 200 more on the left in an apple orchard, 
but we sprayed the ground with machine guns

Fairy Tales 
Really Need 


Interpretation 


By GLADY BEVANS 


Of course, all children aren’t 
nourished on Grimm’s fairy 
tales. But most children know 
them. They are classics and 
many are fascinating. 

Naturally they are not for 
young children; yet many adults 
don’t realize that; also many 
makers of story-anthologies for 
children are not aware of this. 

Actually, stories like Grimm’s 
fairy tales are folktales and were 
presented by word - of - mouth 
generations ago in long Winter 
evenings, when books were a 
scarcity, for all members of the 
family—gathered, probably close 
around a fire. 

As a rule, the underlying 
themes deal with primitive adult 
emotions that are beyond the 
experience of young children: 
hatred, envy, jealousy, greed, 
cruelty; and their extreme in 
love and devotion. But read 
when old enough, all this can be 
assimilated as the fascinating 
events unfold. 

Although I have been intend- 
ing to write at some length about 
fairy tales, what brought this 
to my mind today was a gift 
made to our six-year-old. It 
was the Walt Disney Cinderella 
book. It is a charming thing and 
a delight to a child’s eye. But it 
serves aS an example, perhaps 
even a mild one, of what I mean. 
It dwells upon ugliness of face 
and body, ugliness of nature, 
cruelty, unkindness, meanness, 
and untruthfulmpss—to mention 
only a few. In addition, it intro- 
duces the “cruel stepmother” 
theme—a concept found in other 
fairy tales and one that most 
children would never hear of 
otherwise. Since the gift was 
made and the six-year-old was 
enthralled by the pictures, it had 
to be read to him then and 
there; but his mother did do a 
little juggling with the text as 
she went along. 

I wonder how much of the 
wicked stepmother concept is 
due to classics like these? It 
certainly is an unfortunate as- 
sociation: the adjective “wicked” 
teamed with “stepmother,” and 
often a great handicap to a 
woman today about to take on 
the role of mother to another 
woman’s children. It can be and 


. has been done successfully, but 


it is too bad that such an idea 


so often“has to be broken down, 


before a real start can be made.

The 1950 medical directory compiled and published by 
the American Medical Association lists the 188,741 phy- 
sicians in the United States as follows: 72,550 in general 
practice; 22,976 carry on more or less general practice but 
give special attention to this or that field—they want to be 
specialists if they can get enough work in their favorite 
field; 54,891 limit their practice to a specialty; the rest are 
retired or not in practice or are serving time as interns, 
resident physicians or in salaried positions in hospitals, 


clinics and the like. 

The 54,891 full-fledged spe- 
cialists and the 22,976 pro- 
spective specialists outnumber 
the general practitioners, This 
is ridiculous. 

Even if we ignore the aspira- 
tions of the 22,976 physicians 
who engage in more or less gen- 
eral practice but hope to get 
enough work in their. chosen 
field to enable them to get 
along without answering night 
calls, attending emergencies and 
confinements, writing excuses 


so Johnny and Mary can dodge 
physical education and all the 
other tedious, onerous tasks of 
the family doctor there would 
still be less than two general 
practitioners to each specialist. 

How could a real specialist 
hope to make a living if only 
two doctors referred patients or 
called him in consultation in 
difficult cases?

Of course real specialists vol- 
untarily . obtain post-graduate 
instruction and training in their 
chosen field — they have to, for 
remember, they are doctors’ 
doctors and you can’t fool doc- 
tors as easily as you can fool 
the great American keep-up- 
with-the-Joneses.
